3 Areas of Attack 
To Cut Auto Toll 


Dos pi to the fact that r.S . m otorists are chalking 
up movv than ono trillion vthb ular miles each year, 
the death rat»1 on the nation's highways is gradually 
declining. 
“W»' are beginning to see some nice trends, 
says 
Douglas Toms, director of the National Highways 
Safety Bureau. For in stan ce, “chert and facial in­ 
juries have dropped way off because of collapsible 
steering columns and the use of nonshattering glass 
in windshields.” 
He points out that there are three possible ap­ 
proaches to driving safety: Improve the car, the 
driver or the highway. 
“ W ere going after the car be* a use we recognize 
that there are going to be accidents and that you're 
not going to elim inate them by try ing to change 
hum an nature. ’ he says. 
Some of the ways the government is “ going after 
the c a r” include: 
A m echanical test a driver must perform to prove 
he is sober before his car will start. 
A gauge th at shows when tires are under-or over- 
inflated. 
Lights that Hash when the legal speed lim it is 
exceeded. 
Air bags which autom atically inflate in a collision. 
The latter is both the most promising am d most 
controversial safety proposal of all. 
The government wants air bags installed as stan­ 
dard salety equipment on all new cars by the 1972 
model year. The autom akers, as usual plead all kinds 
of technical difficulties. 
Fortunately, while this question is being hashed 
out, there may be som ething that can be done im ­ 
m ediately to help reduce auto deaths and injuries. 
The world’s largest m aker of si'al belts, who is also 
working on the air bag concept, has unveiled a sys­ 
tem which prevents a ear from starting until all 
occupants have their seat belts fastened. 
The “ AutoSafe” system , developed by Irwin In­ 
dustries, consists of a wire attached to the seat belt 
webbing and connected to the e a r’s ignition system . 
Small sensors inside the seat cushions are acti­ 
vated when a passenger sits down. If the belts in all 
occupied positions are not tastened. the ignition will 
not work. Another sensing advice in the* buckle can 
detect by elevation and angle if a belt is actually 
being worn. 
The tht'ory is that most p»*ople, one# they buckle 
up, will tend to stay buckled up. But to m ake sure, 
a dashixiard light and audio signal go on if a belt is 
unfastened after the car is started and continue 
flashing and buzzing until it is refastened. 
The company claims that all the bugs have been 
worked out and that the system is lvad.v for im m e­ 
diate use. It is currently being tested by the D epart­ 
m ent of Transportation. 


Logical Culmination? 


A shocking new high in abuse of I S. institutions 
was reached when a superior court judge was m ur­ 
dered in San Kafael w ith weapons that later turned 
up as belonging to a form er com m unist college pro­ 
fessor at U.C.L.A. The atro< ity in San Kafael may 
be no m ore than the logical culm ination of the type 
of “ inteiiectualism " that has found sanctuary in 
m ore than one institution of higher learning. 
The featured speaker at a recent Socialist Scho­ 
lars Conference, and reportedly a m em ber of the 
professorial community, quoted with approval the 
following statem ent of a communist revolutionary 
w riter,” . . .

Ordinary citizens cannot Ix* expected to com pre­ 
hend such dreadful thinking, but it m ay have re­ 
sem bled the thoughi processes that were going 
through the heads of those who m urdered a judge in 
San Rafael, while he was carrying out the duties of 
his office.

It helped and helps us 
to deal with the rViet Cong) 
sanctuaries, but we have to 
face with another problem, 
the Cambodian guerrilla. Just 
now, it’s not a threat for the 
i on Nol governments, hut I 
think that—and you will agree 
with me—the Communists are

war 
against the Lon Nol govern­ 
ment as they did in 1960 in 
South Vietnam against (the) 
Diem regime. 
“ And to face with this

The ‘Cambodianization’ has to 
begin right now and not one 
or two years further.

Congress 
translate it in secret. 
Appalled at what he has 
learned, Church is preparing 
questionnaires that will be de­ 
livered around October 15 to

into the soles of her feet. The 
muscles of her legs became 
s t i f f , causing tremendous 
pain.

from her knees and wrists

self to sexual acts on the 
deponent’s body.”

President Nixon has made 
it clear to the colleges and 
universities of

college administators and fa­ 
culties. 
Mr. 
Nixon 
has 
just 
dis­ 
tributed an article by Dr. Sid­ 
ney Hook, professor of phi­ 
losophy at New York Univer­ 
sity, which is adapted from a 
statement the latter made be­ 
fore the President’s Commis­ 
sion on Campus 
Disorder-.. 
The mere fact that the Presi­ 
dent sent the document, with 
a letter, to educators, and col­ 
lege and university presidents 
and trustees throughout the 
country indicates clearly that 
it has his endorsement. Mr. 
Nixon says frankly that he 
believes the academic com­ 
munity itself must fulfill the 
primary task of maintaining 
order on 
the campus. 
Dr. 
Hook's proposals can be sum­ 
marized as follows: 
Draft Quidelines 
First, an assembly should 
be 
convened 
of 
the 
con­ 
stituent 
bodies of 
the 
uni­ 
versity community — faculty, 
students and administrators 
— or their representatives. 
Principles should be drafted 
to serve as guidelines affect­ 
ing the expression of dissent. 
Specific rules should spell out 
clearly the kinds of behavior 
that are regarded as viola­ 
tions of the limits of “legiti­ 
mate dissent.” 
Second, 
the 
rules 
imple­ 
menting the principles should 
provide for a representative 
s t u d e n t-faculty 
discipline 
committee, and its procedures 
for conducting hearings and 
the rules of behavior for com­ 
plainants. defendants and wit­ 
nesses should be endorsed by 
t h e 
academic 
community. 
These should clearly set forth 
the sanctions to be invoked 
not only against students but 
teachers as well who break 
up proceedings. 
Third, 
violations 
of 
the 
rules should be promptly pun­ 
ished. 
Fourth, in the event that 
the academic process is for­ 
cibly disrupted, there should 
be faculty and student mar­ 
shals, equipped with cameras, 
empowered to maintain order, 
report participants, and re­ 
main in liaison with respon­ 
sible officers of the univers- 
ity. 
Fifth, when a situation goes 
beyond the power of faculty 
and student marshals to cope 
with it, administrative author­ 
ities, after consultation with 
the proper committees of the 
academic community, should 
apply to the courts for injunc­ 
tive relief without suspending 
their own disciplinary meas­ 
ures. 
Sixth, if the court injunction 


is disregarded, its 
onforce- 
ment should be left to the ci­ 
vil authorities. 
Seventh, if matters reach 
an extreme point and hazards 
arise due to violence — arson, 
assault, vandalism — which 
can be contained only by po­ 
lice power, faculty and stu­ 
dent 
marshals 
should 
ac­ 
company law-enforcement of­ 
ficers so their missions can 
be accomplished without force 
where resistance is not of­ 
fered, 
and with 
minimum 
force where it is. 
Eighth, where the violence 
takes on a magnitude that 
makes 
all previous 
steps 
inadequate, 
the 
university 
may have to shut down for a 
limited period and entrust the 
safety of life and academac 
property to civil authorities. 
Punishment for those found 
guilty of violence or inciting 
to violence, whether students 
or members of the faculty, 
should be strictly applied. 
Dr. 
Hook’s 
article, 
orig­ 
inally published in the 
“Los 
Angeles Times,” pays par­ 
ticular attention to the outside 
extremists who carry on in­ 
sidious 
campaigns 
on 
the 
campuses to build up their 
drives for disruption in the 
university. He says: 
“ Different extremist groups 
vie with each other in making 
all sorts of demands on the 
university under the threat of 
tearing the university apart

“ At scores of universities 
speakers are shouted down, 
sometimes assaulted. 
Whije 
spokesmen 
for 
movements 
hostile 
to 
the 
government 
have unlimited freedom to in­ 
cite to violent action in oppos­ 
ing government policies, spo­ 
kesmen for these policies are 
often barred from campuses 
or can appear only under 
heavy police escort.”

BERLIN — M ark Huessy, 21, a Pom ona College 
student, enrolled in the sem ester abroad program , 
has been sentenced to seven y ea rs’ im prisonm ent by 
a com m unist 
E ast G erm any court for agitation 
against the state. 
The sentence was considered unusually high for 
the charge, according to observers. The judgm ent 
w as passed after a week-long closed trial in E ast 
Berlin. 


The United States does not recognize E ast G erm a­ 
ny, so contacts in such cases are 
carried out 
through E ast and West G erm an attorneys. Huessy 
w as defended bv E ast Berlin attorney W olfgang Vo­ 
gel. 


Huessy, a resident of Jericho, Vt., entered Po­ 
m ona College as a junior in 1967. He left last fall for 
G erm any on the sem ester-abroad program to do 
research on the works of the late playw right, B er­ 
tolt B recht, who lived in E ast G erm any after World 
W ar II. The youth was arrested in E ast Berlin Jan. 
4 and charged with criticizing E ast G erm any and of 
trying to persuade others to his viewpoint. 
H uessy’s father, Hans Huessy, a psychiatry pro­ 
fessor at the U niversity of V erm ont, said he and his 
wife plan to visit E ast Berlin in an attem pt to see 
their son. 
He said he also plans to visit the U. S. State 
D epartm ent, but he w as critical of the agency, say­ 
ing U. S. officials could heve done m ore to help the 
youth.

V.A. People End 
Up Good Guys 


In Septem ber 1968, I applied for V eterans Admin­ 
istration educational assistance while I w as attend­ 
ing Chatfey College. This w as granted. 
In O ctober 1969, 1 discontinued college attendance 
and joined the P lum bers Local No. 396 as an ap­ 
prentice plum ber. 
1 was told by a representative of the state division 
of apprenticeship standards that 1 w as entitled to 
V.A. assistance under this program for “ on-the-job- 
train ing.” I obtained VA Form 21E-1993, as instruc­ 
ted, filled it out and subm itted it to the V.A. for 
approval. Since then 1 have attem pted unsuccessful­ 
ly to get this on-the-job assistance acted on through 
the local v eteran ’s service officer. 
My educational allow ance checks still cam e to me 
in N ovem ber and D ecem ber of 1969. The v eteran ’s 
service officer told me to keep them as the am ounts 
would be deducted from the am ount the V.A. owed 
m e from the “ on-the-job-training” assistance once it 
w as processed. 
Now I have received notices from the V.A. stating 
that 1 owe them $278.13, when in fact the V.A. now 
owes me $321.87, after deducting the erroneous No- 
vemi>er and D ecem ber paym ents.—R.M ., O ntario 
You w rote to Action Line in M arch and after con­ 
tacting the V.A., we thought your problem w as 
being resolved. But after several m onths of co rres­ 
pondence with the V.A., you reported in August that 
you still had received no monev for the on-the-job- 
training program but w ere still being billed by the 
V.A. for various am ounts. 
Action Line then collected and subm itted to the 
V.A. a com plete file of its correspondence to you, 
and your replies, for the past eight m onths, with a 
brief letter of explanation. 
VA regional acting director M artin J. May acted 
im m ediately, and within a week authorized aa $703.91 
check for you. This check represents the net am ount 
due for all training you received since N ovem ber 
1969 and elim inates any overpaym ent of record. A 
com plete audit is being provided you by the V.A. 
Mr. May explained that difficulties arise in handl­ 
ing cases such as yours because of the type of train ­ 
ing involved. In the on-the-job-training program , you 
have changed em ployers four tim es. 
While this is necessary and acceptable, Mr. May 
pointed out that the V.A. had encountered diffi­ 
culties in getting instructions to the individual em ­ 
ployers on procedures they m ust follow in com plet­ 
ing the proper form s that will result in paym ent of 
your benefits. 
But m oney talks—and the $703 check you have 
now received proves the V.A. really w as on your 
side all the tim e.

ROME O P ) — President Ni­ 
xon discussed war and peace in 
the M editerranean with Italian 
leader^ today and made an un­ 
scheduled trip to Rome's air­ 
port to creet freed American 
skyjack hostages flying home 
from Jordan. 
Nixon flew to Fiumieino Air­ 
port bv helicopter and met the 
Americans on the tarm ac as 
they walked off a special Trans 
World Airlines plane that is tak­ 
ing them back to the United 
States. 


Su< h was the crush around 
the smiling President that au­ 
thorities herded the 28 hijack 
victim< back into the plane. Nix- 
or followed and addressed them 
inside. 
The Amerk ans had arrived 


an hour earlier from Nicosia 
where they had spent the night 
after being freed by Palestinian 
guerrillas 
in 
Amman. 
They 
were to continue on to New 
York after refueling, but the 
surprise decision by Nixon to 
greet them held them in Rome 
a little longer than scheduled. 
Nixon 
said 
afterw ard: 
“ I 
think I feel as happy as they 
do.” 
He told reporters that what 
the hostages went through may 
mean “ the possibility of this 
happening again in the future

He referred to measures that

He made the reaffirm ation to 
President Giuseppe Saragat at 
the beginning of talks seeking 
means of a lasting peace in the 
M editerranean.

Emilio Colombo, who accompa­ 
nied Nixon on the trip to meet 
the hostages. 


Nixon said the hostages were

The President spoke to re­ 
porters briefly on the ram p of

Three separate fires, apparently started by chil­ 
dren and motorcyclists, blackened the heartland of 
exclusive Ganesha Hills Sunday, destroying at least 
13 homes and damaging 8 others,

winds, went hundreds of feet into the sky. 


S wenty-tive nre units, some of them from as far 
as Long B»*ach. battled the flames for six hours 
before bringing them under control. The firemen 
stayed in the hills through most of the night, 
drenching hot spots as the breeze on the hillsides 
brought ambers to life time and again. 


Residents who were evacuated when the fires 
broki "ut v, *re allowed to return to their homes 
alter nightfall. They found the lush green of the 
canyon that separates the two hills above McKinley 
avenue black ind desolate. In many instances it 
was ¡heir first opportunity to learn whether their 
homes were among those which had fallen victim to 
the blaze. 


Many of the residents were dill in church when 
the dm fire broke out at SI 45 a.m. 


Fire officials said the lire was started by four 
children playing with matches. 


Fire Chief H. J. Williamson said the children, 
mod 6 to 12, were left to play at Ganesha park by 
their parents. The children came across a pack of 
matches, wandered to a ravine near canyon way, 
found a paper plate and lit it. 


Then the plate caught fire, the children tossed it 
into the hillside. The scrub bush and chappaarel res­ 
ponded with terrifying 
peed. Within minutes, the 
lire raced up Canyon Way and engulfed the home of 
plumbing contractor Louis Strona on the comer of 
McKinely Avenue and Canyon Way. 


From there the flames spread to the house at 1875 
Canyon Wav. 


\ third house in the area fell minutes later, but 
by then n looked is if the lire department might 
have the blaze confined. 
At 1:30, the second fire broke out at Paige Drive. 
Several residents later told firemen that they saw 
two young tnen racing away from the area of the 
Ganesha Hills water tank on motorcycle, and mo­ 
ments later the blaze began crackling. 
Mrs. R T. Liggitt of 1096 Oak Knoll Dr., said she 
watched them run away from the fire. Her house 
was one of those which was burned down. 
A half hour later, a third fire was set in the hills 
near Ganesha Boulevard, catching the homes on the 
west end of Hillcrest Drive.

G anesha Hills hom es and d am ­ 
aged eight others Sunday. Coun­ 
cilm an W illiam G. H errera ab ­ 
stained from voting. 
C ouncilm an F red L iverm ore, 
who originally had asked for 
approval of a $5,000 rew ard, 
said the $1,000 offer did not ap­ 
ply to the four boys seized at 
the scene on suspicion of s ta rt­ 
ing the first blaze. 


The council’s posting of the 
rew ard is believed to be an un­ 
precedented move. 
The $1,000 w as approved with 
the understanding th at if City 
A ttorney R obert G ustaveson de­ 
term ines th at this use of public 
funds is illegal, each of the five 
m em bers of the council instead 
will contribute $200.

3 Areas of Attack 
To Cut Auto Toll 


Despite the fa d that U.S. motorists are chalking 
up more than one trillion vehicular miles ea< h year, 
the death rate on the nation’s highways is gradually 
declining. 
„ 
“We are beginning to see some nice trends, 
says 
Douglas Toms, director of the National Highways 
Safety Bureau. For instance, “chest and facial in­ 
juries have dropped way off because of collapsible 
sieering columns and the use of nonshattering glass 
in windshields.” 
He points out that there are three possible ap­ 
proaches to driving safety; Improve the <ar, the 
driver or the highway. 
“We’re going after the car because we recognize 
that there are going to be accidents and that you re 
not going to eliminate them by trying to change 
human nature,” he says. 
Some of the ways the government is 
going after 
the car” include: 
A mec hanical tost a driver mus1 perform to prove 
he is sober before his car will start. 
A gauge that shows when tires are under-or over- 
inflated. 
Lights that flash when the legal speed limit is 
exceeded. 
Air bags which automatically inflate in a collision. 
The latter is both ihe most promising amd most 
controversial safety proposal of all. 
The government wants air bags installed as stan­ 
dard safety equipment on all new cars by the U172 
model year. The automakers, as usual plead all kinds 
of technical difficulties. 
Fortunately, while this question is being hashed 
out, there may be something that can be done im­ 
mediately to help reduce auto deaths and injuries. 
The world’s largest m aker of seat belts, who is also 
working on the air bag concept, has unveiled a sys­ 
tem which prevents a car from starting until all 


occ upants have their seat belts fastened. 
The “AutoSafe” system, developed by Irw in in­ 
dustries, consists of a wire attached to the seat belt 
webbing and connected to the car’s ignition system. 
Small sensors inside the seat cushions are acti­ 
vated when a passenger sits down, if the belts in all 
occupied positions are not fastened, the ignition will 
not work. Another sensing advice in the buckle c an 
detect by elevation and angle if a belt is actually 
being worn. 
The theory is that most people, once they buckle 
up, will tend to stay buckled up. But to make sure, 
a dashboard light and audio signal go on if a belt is 
unfastened after the car is started and continue 
flashing and buzzing until it is refastened. 
The company claims that all the bugs have been 
worked out and that the system is ready for imme­ 
diate use. It is currently being tested by the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation. 


Logical Culmination? 


A shocking newr high in abuse of U.S. institutions 
was reac hed when a superior c ourt judge was mur­ 
dered in San Rafael with weapons thai later turned 
up as belonging to a former c ommunist college pro­ 
fessor at U.C.L.A, The atroc ity in San Rafael may 
be no more than the logical c ulmination of the type 
of “ intellectualism” that has found sanctuary in 
more than one institution of higher learning.

Prior to 
that, however, one needs to build himselt a base, so 
that when he proceeds to shoot that cop, he has min­ 
imized as much as possible the dangers of losing his 
own life.. . . 
Ordinary «-itizens cannot be expected to compie- 
hond such dreadful thinking, but it may have re­ 
sembled the thought processes that were going 
Ihrough the heads of those who murdered a judge in 
San Ralael, while he was c arrying out the duties of 
his office.

A few days ago this report­ 
er received a letter from a 
Vietnamese friend who in his 
younger days was a guerrilla 
fighting for Vietnamese inde­ 
pendence against the French 
and now is a prominent civi­ 
lian close to manv of the top 
men in the Saigon 
govern­ 
ment. 
He is an independent, how­ 
ever, in his thinking. And he 
does not hesitate to criticize. 
This letter is part of a con­ 
tinuing discussion between us 
which has been going on now 
for more than six years. What 
follows, of course, are ex­ 
cerpts: 
Agrees With Nixon 


. I think that Presi­ 
dent Nixon was right when he 
ordered the strike into Cam­ 
bodia. It helped and helps us 
to deal with the (Viet Cong) 
sanctuaries, but we have to 
face with another problem: 
the Cambodian guerrilla. Just 
now. it’s not a threat for the 
Lon Nol governments, but 1 
think that—-and you will agree 
with me—the Communists are 
building 
their 
political 
un­ 
derground and from that they 
can 
lead 
a 
guerrilla 
war 
against the Lon Nol govern­ 
ment as they did in 1960 in 
South Vietnam against (the) 
Diem regime. 
“ And to face with 
this 
guerrilla problem, the Com- 
munist-Cambodian 
guerrilla, 
the 
Cambodian 
government 
has to do alone with his own 
troops 
and 
not 
with 
the 
Vietnamese or Thai troops. 
The ‘Cambodianization’ has to 
begin right now and not one 
or two years further. This is 
the lesson from the Vietnami- 
zation which had to be done 
in 1963 and not in 1969 or 1970

Into Atrocities of Brazilians 


“ 1 agree with you that the 
Vietnamese army is built up 
along the U.S. lines Before, it 
was built up along the French 
lines. This army is too expen­ 
sive for a small country like 
Vietnam with 17 million in­ 
habitants. 
It was a 
wrong 
thing . . . (we) fight the war 
without 
strategy, 
but 
only 
with classical tactics . . . (ig­ 
noring the political, psycholo­ 
gical and economic aspects). 
Develop Parties 
“ You are questioning about 
what are we doing effectively 
to 
prevent 
the 
Communist 
political underground rebuild­ 
ing. 1 don’t know what you 
are doing in the American 
side, 
but 
I 
think 
that, 
in 
the Vietnamese side, we are 
doing nothing. I agree strongly 
. . . that we have to improve 
the political parties in Viet­ 
nam, 
especially 
to develop 
two major political parties as 
the constitution foresees. But

regime, we can’t reach Chut

don’t have any confidence in

The United States has pum­ 
ped almost $1.5 billion into 
the Brazilian military dicta­ 
torship, a regime that official­ 
ly countenances the grisliest 
kinds of torture, sadism and 
slow death. 
Even 
women 
and 
priests 
have been horribiy, inhuman­ 
ly abused. Their tormentors 
allegedly include Brazilian of­ 
ficers who have received mi­ 
litary or police training in the 
U.S. 
S e n . 
F r a n k 
Church, 
D-Idaho, as head of a Senate 
subcommittee 
that 
oversees 
Latin-American 
affairs, 
has 
been gathering evidence since 
January. Much of it has been 
smuggled to him from inside 
Brazil. The Senator has had 
t h e 
Library 
of 
Congress 
translate it in secret. 
Appalled at what he has 
learned. Church is preparing 
questionnaires that will be de­ 
livered around October 15 to 
Secretary of State Bill Ro­ 
gers, 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Mel Laird and U.S. Informa­ 
tion chief Frank Shakespeare. 
The questionnaires will de­ 
mand how much U.S. aid has 
gone to Brazil, who in this 
country has received decora­ 
tions fronj the dictatorship, 
and what the USIS s secret 
polls show the average Brazi­ 
lians think of American sup­ 
port of the regime. 
Church also had a 
com­ 
mittee staff man, Pat Holt, 
dravr up a confidential, de­ 
tailed plan for hearings 
in 
January and February, Holt’s 
memo, made available to this 
column, 
acknowledges 
that 
the U.S. may gain short-teim 
benefits from 
working with 
the militarists but contends 
that “over the 
long 
term, 
such a policy may be coun­ 
terproductive.” 
Hearings Discouraged 


He calls for six full days of 
hearings. Nervous officials at 
the State Department, how­ 
ever, have begged Church not 


to give his findings a public 
airing. While they don’t deny 
that torture has been 
per­ 
mitted in Brazil, they assert 
the junta has become more 
moderate lately. 
But Church, haunted by the 
evidence in his files, has repl­ 
ied that unless the hearings 
endanger U.S. security, he in­ 
tends to shine a spotlight on 
the bestial practices. His pur­ 
pose isn’t to poke into Brazil’s 
internal affairs but to find out 
whether U.S. funds help to 
subsidize the torturing. 
Grim 
affidavits, 
accepted 
as reliable by Senate inves­ 
tigators familiar with their 
source, attest to the torture of 
women such as Gisela Marm 
Coeenza Avelar, 25, a social 
worker with a 
one-year-old 
child. 
First, her torturers threa­ 
tened 
to 
starve 
the 
baby. 
Then the woman herself was 
“violently stripped and) sub­ 
jected to the wrath of . . . 
Capt. Jesu and Sgt. Leo . . . 
who alternated or combined

sexual tortures.” 
Nine-Hour Ordeal 


Some of the abuses, com­ 
mitted 
upon 
her 
during 
a 
nine-hour ordeal, were too vile 
to be described. The more 
printable 
included 
torture 
with a high-voltage “crank.” 
Wires 
were 
rigged 
to 
the 
woman’s body, and she was 
shocked until “her body was 
wracked by spasms and invo­ 
luntary tremors.” 
She 
Mas 
also 
forced 
to 
stand barefoot “on the open 
part of sausage cans of differ­ 
ent heights. Within a short 
time, the cans began to cut 
into the soles of her feet, The 
muscles of her legs became 
s t i f f , causing tremendous 
pain. When she lost her ba­ 
lance and fell, she was beaten 
and put back in place.” 
The unfortunate 
Mrs. 
Co* 
cen/.a Avelar was then hung 


from her knees and wrists 
“head down while Capt. Jcsu 
operated the ‘crank’ 
giving 
her electrical shocks through 
the 
wires 
attached 
to 
her 
toes.” At the same time, Sgt. 
Leo beat her body and the 
soles of her feet, interupting 
occasionally “to devote him­ 
self to sexual acts on the 
deponent's body.” 
Other signed statements tell 
of Army officers who poked 
billy clubs into the orifices of 
their victims’ bodies, women 
whose breasts were abused 
until they gushed blood and 
young women forced to strip 
and dance before jeering offi­ 
cers. 
Torturers Named 


Who 
are 
the 
sub-h..man 
Brazilians 
responsible 
for 
these atrocities? Here are the 
names most frequently men­ 
tioned in the torture state­ 
ments: “ Sgt. Leo Machado, 
Capt. Jofre Lacerda, 
Capt.

President Nixon has made 
it clear to the colleges and 
universities 
of 
the 
country 
that while government must 
carry out its responsibilites, 
there can be no substitute for 
the maintenance of order and 
discipline on 
campuses 
by 
college administators and fa­ 
culties. 
Mr. 
Nixon 
has 
just 
dis­ 
tributed an article by Dr. Sid­ 
ney Hook, professor of phi­ 
losophy at New York Univer­ 
sity, which is adapted from a 
statement the latter made be­ 
fore the President’s Commis­ 
sion on Campus 
Disorders. 
The mere fact that the Presi­ 
dent sent the document, with 
a letter, to educators, and col­ 
lege and university presidents 
and trustees throughout the 
country indicates clearly that 
it has his endorsement. Mr. 
Nixon says frankly that he 
believes the academic com­ 
munity itself must fulfill the 
primary task of maintaining 
order on 
the 
campus. 
Dr. 
Hook’s proposals can be sum­ 
marized as follows: 
Draft Quidelines 


First, an assembly should 
be 
convened 
of 
the 
con­ 
stituent 
bodies of 
the 
uni­ 
versity community — faculty, 
students and 
administrators 
— or their representatives. 
Principles should be drafted 
to serve as guidelines affect­ 
ing the expression of dissent. 
Specific rules should spell out 
clearly the kinds of behavior 
that are regarded as viola­ 
tions of the limits of “legiti­ 
mate dissent.” 
Second, 
the 
rules 
imple­ 
menting the principles should 
provide for a representative 
s t u d e n t-faculty 
discipline 
committee, and its procedures 
for conducting hearings and 
the rules of behavior for com­ 
plainants. defendants and wit­ 
nesses should be endorsed by 
t h e 
academic 
community. 
These should clearly set forth 
the sanctions to be invoked 
not only against students but 
teachers as well who break 
up proceedings. 
Third, 
violations 
of 
the 
rules should be promptly pun­ 
ished. 
Fourth, in the event that 
the academic process is for­ 
cibly disrupted, there should 
be faculty and student mar­ 
shals, equipped with cameras, 
empowered to maintain order, 
report participants, and re­ 
main in liaison with respon­ 
sible officers of the univers­ 
ity. 
Fifth, when a situation goes 
beyond the power of faculty 
and student marshals to cope 
with it, administrative author­ 
ities, after consultation with 
the proper committees of the 
academic community, should 
apply to the courts for injunc­ 
tive relief without suspending 
their own disciplinary meas­ 
ures. 
Sixth, if the court injunction 


is disregarded, 
its 
enforce­ 
ment should be left to the ci­ 
vil authorities. 
Seventh, if matters reach 
an extreme point and hazards 
arise due to violence — arson, 
assault, vandalism — which 
can be contained only by po­ 
lice power, faculty and stu­ 
dent 
marshals 
should 
ac­ 
company law-enforcement of­ 
ficers so their missions can 
be accomplished without force 
where resistance is not of­ 
fered, 
and 
with 
minimum 
force where it is. 
Eighth, where the violence 
takes on a magnitude that 
makes 
all 
previous 
steps 


inadequate, 
the 
university 
may have to shut down for ¡a 
limited period and entrust the 
safety of life and academic 
property to civil authorities. 
Punishment for those found 
guilty of violence or inciting 
to violence, whether students 
or members of the faculty, 
should be strictly applied. 
Dr. 
Hook’s 
article, 
orig­ 
inally published in the “ Los 
Angeles Times,” pays 
par­ 
ticular attention to the outside 
extremists who carry on in­ 
sidious 
campaigns 
on 
the 
campuses to build up their 
drives for disruption in the 
university. He says: 
“Different extremist groups 
vie with each other in making 
all sorts of demands on the 
university under the threat of 
tearing the university apart

White 
spokesmen

have unlimited freedom to in­

P.C. Student

BERLIN - Mark Huessy, 21, a Pomona College 
student, enrolled in the sem ester abroad program , 
has been sentenced to seven y ears’ imprisonment by 
a communist E ast Germ any court for agitation 
against the state. 
The sentence was considered unusually high for 
the charge, according to observers. The judgment 
w as passed after a week-long closed trial in E ast 
Berlin. 
The United States does not recognize E ast G erm a­ 
ny, so contacts in 
such cases are 
carried 
out 
through E ast and West Germ an attorneys. Huessy 
w as defended by E ast Berlin attorney W olfgang Vo­ 
gel. 
Huessy, a resident of Jericho, Vt., entered Po­ 
mona College as a junior in 1967. He left last fall for 
G erm any on the sem ester-abroad program to do 
research on the works of the late playwright, Ber­ 
tolt Brecht, who lived in E ast Germ any after World 
War II. The youth was arrested in E ast Berlin Jan . 
4 and charged with criticizing E ast Germ any and of 
trying to persuade others to his viewpoint. 
H uessy’s father, Hans Huessy, a psychiatry pro­ 
fessor at the University of Vermont, said he and his 
wife plan to visit East Berlin in an attempt to see 
their son. 
He said he also plans to visit the U. S. State 
Departm ent, but he w as critical of the agency, say­ 
ing U. S. officials could have done more to help the 
youth.

V.A. People End 
Up Good Guys 


In Septem ber 1968, 1 applied for Veterans Admin­ 
istration educational assistan ce while 1 w as attend­ 
ing Chaffey College. This w as granted. 
In October 1969, I discontinued college attendance 


and joined the Plum bers Local No. 398 as an ap­ 
prentice plum ber. 
I was told by a representative of the state division 


of apprenticeship standards that I w as entitled to 
V.A. assistan ce under this program for “ on-the-iob- 
training.” 1 obtained VA Form 21E-1993, as instruc 
ted, filled it out and subm itted it to the V.A. for 
approval. Since then 1 have attem pted unsuccessful­ 
ly to get this on-the-job assistan ce acted on through 
the local veteran’s service officer. 
My educational allowance checks still cam e to me 


in Novem ber and D ecem ber of 1969. The veteran’s 
service officer told me to keep them a s the amounts 
would be deducted from the amount the V.A. owed 
me from the **on-the-job-training” assistan ce once it 
was processed. 
Now 1 have received notices from the V.A. stating 


that 1 owe them $278.13, when in fact the V.A. now 
owes me $321.87, after deducting the erroneous No­ 
vem ber and D ecem ber paym ents.—R.M ., Ontario 


You wrote to Action Line in March and after con­ 
tacting the V.A., we thought your problem 
was 


being resolved. But after several months of corres­ 
pondence with the V.A., you reported in August that 
you still had received no money for the on-the-job- 
training program but were still being billed by the 
V.A. for various am ounts. 
Action Line then collected and submitted to the 


V.A. a com plete file of its correspondence to you, 
and your replies, for the past eight months, with a 
brief letter of explanation. 
VA regional acting director Martin .1. May acted 


im m ediately, and within a week authorized aa $703.91 
check for you. This check represents the net amount 
due for all training you received since November 
1969 and elim inates any overpaym ent of record. A 
complete audit is being provided you by the V.A. 
Mr. May explained that difficulties arise in handl­ 
ing cases such as yours because of the type of train­ 
ing involved. In the on-the-job-training program , you 
have changed em ployers four tim es. 
While this is necessary and acceptable, Mr. May 


pointed out that the V.A. had encountered diffi­ 
culties in getting instructions to the individual em ­ 
ployers on procedures they must follow in com plet­ 
ing the proper form s that will result in payment of 
your benefits. 
But money talks—and the $703 check you have 


now received proves the V.A. really was on your 
side all the time.

Oh. the disease 
we call “ atherosclerosis” (fatty 
deposits in the arteries) and, 
s o m e t i m e s less accurately, 
hardening of the arteries, had 
been seen in a few people on 
examination after death. It is 
now known that some people in 


fact had this disease, but it was 
not yet understood by doctors. 
It is almost incredible that 
this same disease is today the 
single greatest cause for death. 
Heart and vascular disease kill 
more people than all other dis­ 
eases, including cancer, 
plus 
automobile accidents and the 
Vietnam war. 
You can do a lot to prevent 
vascular disease — or its com­ 
plications such as heart attacks 
— by how you live. Specifically 
what and how much you eat, 
your exercise pattern and your 
habits — including cigarettes, 


to help you learn a better way 
to live.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


growing use of tranquilizers to 


quiet overactive school children 


comes under scrutiny this week 


by a congressional panel con­ 


cerned the drugs may suppress 


classroom creativity. 
With one federal health offi­ 
cial estimating as many as 300,- 
000 children may be receiving 
tranquilizers, 
Rep. 
Cornelius 
Gallagher, D-N.Y., has sched 
uled hearings starting Tuesday 
into the situation. 
“ Before this grows into the 
millions, I think we ought to 
have a look at it.” Gallagher 
said. He heads the House priva 
cy subcommittee holding the 
hearings. 
Gallagher’s concern is with 
amphetamine-class drugs pres
